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Do We Teach More 
Theory Than Practice? 

^*More theory than practice is taught in the 
public schools.'* This is a criticism often made 
against our educational policy. Is it true that 
our public schools are working more along theo 
retical lines and less along practical lines? Any- 
one who is acquainted with the educational system 
now in vogue in these islands will not hesitate 
to admit that more practice than theory is taught 
in the public schools. To prove the truth of this 
statement one has but to visit any public school 
in the islands. 

Experience has shown that there is a system 
of education which produce poor lawyers and 
doctors out of bright young men who, had they 
been educated according to what their inclinations 
lead them, might have become useful farmers 



or excellent mechanics. This is what the Bureau 
of Education has tried to avoid. Each pupil who 
goes to school is made to choose the career in 
which his ambition leads him. Realizing that 
much of the future welfare of the Philip|)ines 
depend upon its local industries which, unfortunately 
now lie idle, the Bureau of Education has es- 
tablished industrial schools. There is no province 
in the whole Archipelago that does not have it» 
own Industrial School where the pupils learn 
the particular trade or industry in which he is 
interested. It is a pity that those who make 
this criticism have not had the opportunity 
of visiting the various school exhibitions where 
nothing, — absolutely nothing, except articles ma- 
nufactured by the pupils were exhibited. It w|l 
perhaps be a surprise to know that many of tfte 
public school pupils now wear hats made bj|Cfe; 
themselves, or sit on desks manufactured in thfc^Jf: 
various Philippine Industrial Schools* Nor is thi^i | 
true of the boys alone.

laces and other needleworks which yesterday had 
to be imported from abroad are now common 
sights in the schoolrooms and were made by the 
public school girls of the Philippines. In Manila 
alone there are public schools who have accounts 
in the Philippine Postal Savings Bank to the 
amount of from three hundred to six hundred 
pesos. This money came from the sale of 
valuable articles all made by public school pupils. 
Surely, this cannot be , the result of too much 
theory! 

Go to any class of a public school, consult the 
teacher's daily program and there it will be seen 
that practical education in the form of various 
industrial works are being taught to each and 
every pupil and that the time spent for this subject 



is more than the time spent for any other- 
subject in the school curriculum. In exa 
minations for promotion from a lower class 
to a higher one, or from one school to 
another, the same attention is paid to this 
subject. Each pupil must present his or her 
finished articles which he or she made in 
the schoolroom. Again visit an Industrial 
School or an Industrial room and it will be 
seen that the teacher who is in charge of 
the work is one who, because of his qual- 
ifications, wis specially employed. He puts 
all his time in teaching this one subject to 
all the pupils every day. 

All that has been said here point to the 
conclusion that there is absolutely no truth 
in the statement that **our public schools 
teach more theory than practice." It might also be 
added that this article was not written in defense 
of the Bureau of Education, for it needs none. 
The work that has so far been accomplished by 
the Educational Bureau stands as America's most 
brillant achievement here in the Philippines. Our 
only purpose in writing this is to aid the rest in 
showing to the impartial public the TRUTH of 
what is being done in our public schools, and 
The Filipino Teacher in doing this feels that it 
has fulfilled one of its aims in joining the field 
of periodism. 
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Cbc Second General Convention 

— The Seconi General Convention of the Philippine

Convention during the next Teachers' Vacation Assembly 
The following Provincial Committees were represented 
in the Convention: Manila, Bulakan, Rizal. Pampanga 
and Cebij. The Convention was presided over by Mr. 
L. R. Gonzalez, advisor of the Executive Board in the 
absence of Mr. Guillermo Santos who was sick at thit 
time The sitting of the Convention lasted two days. 

Just before the Convention adjourned, Messrs. Jose 
Topacio and Vicente Diaz, Advisor and General Secre- 
tary of the Executive lioard respectively tendered their 
resignations as such. The Convention refused to accept 
the above resignations.

HOW THE MATERIAL OF A BAMBOO HAT 
^. IS PREPARED. 

C^re must be taken in the choice of the bamboo out 
of which our material will be made. Select a young 
bamboo whose joints or nodes are far apart from each 
other. The bamboo should be cut under the joints. 
Then with a piece of broken glass or a knife scratch the 
surface of the pieces of bamboo so as to take away the 
green color. These pieces are then cut into very thin 
pieces. These mlist be as thin as you can cut them. 
When this is done the thin pieces are put in boiling 
water so as to make the juice in the bamboo disappear 
If this has already disappeared, take the thin pieces, and 



put them in the sun to dry. They are afterwards drawn 
under a dull knife which is placed on a bench or on a 
piece of wood. This is done in order to make the pieces 
still thinner. The very thin pieces are then split into 
strips and these strips are used in weaving bamboo hats.
